The same objection might 
be urged against the Burning Bush, 
“How could it burn without burning 
up?” Of course, since Christ is pres- 
ent under the species of bread, the 
Eucharistic presence ends when the 
species cease to exist...

HE Order of Reformed Cistercians (Trappists) is the direct continuation of 
the original Cistercian Order, which was founded in 1098 by St. Robert, 
with the co-operation of SS. Alberic and Stephen, at Citeaux, near Dijon, 
France. The observance of the Rule cf St. Benedict to the letter is its main || 
object. The essence of the Cistercian life is prayer and penance, this latter | 
being especially expressed by manual labor; its spirit is that of contempla- i 
tion, manifested principally by the sacred liturgy of the Church. Hi 

Separated from the world and its transient vanities the contemplative 
monk strives to live for God alone, and yet, though out of the world, he is by | 
no means useless to it, indeed he is most unselfishly laboring for its truest interest. When || 
| Moses was on the top of the hill (Deut. chap. 17, v. 11) he seemed to be profitiess to || 
| Josue, who was fighting Amalec in the valley below, yet while he kept his arms extended

| England, Italy, United States, Germany, Jugoslavia, Holland, Canada, Spain, China, 
Palestine, Congo, Japan and Brazil. The total number of monks and lay-brothers en- 
rolled as members is about 3,500, and the Trappistines, the female branch of the Order, 
number about 1,000 more, 

The most widely known monastery of the Order in the United States is the Abbey 
| of Our Lady of Gethsemani, at Trappist, Ky. This was founded December 20th, 1848, 
and erected into an Abbey by Pius IX, of saintly memory, July 2)st, 1850, thus making 
it the first or Proto-Abbey in the New World, not only amongst the Cistercians, but of 
all religious Orders, such as the Benedictines, Premonstratensians, etc. For many years 
this solitude has been the favorite place for Spiritual retreats by both clergy and laity, 
| and within the last two years the Knights of Columbus have selected it as their rendez-

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THE RESULTS OF PRIVATE JUDGMENT. 

Someone has sent us a copy of “The Baptist and Com- 
moner,”” published at Little Rock, Ark., issue of March 21, 
1923. There are a great many shades and grades among 
our separated brethren of the Baptist communion, and it is 
hard, at times, to keep them al! straight. There seems to be 
about three principal divisions among them, all having re- 
sulted not so much over doctrinal matters as over methods 
used in doing missionary work. Some believe in a National 
Convention with legislative powers, some in a convention 
without such powers, others still in associations for mission- 


‘ary work. The “Primitive” Baptists seem to go off in a class 
by themselves, since they believe in doing no missionary 


work, as loyal Calvinists, holding that man can do nothing 
to assist with his own salvation, not even by obeying what 
God commands. Those, ‘in the South, who believe in the 
purely voluntary associations of churches for missionary 
work, are sometimes denoted “Landmark Baptists.” A con- 
servative Baptist minister of this school is challenging one of 
his Convention brethren. He offers to affirm in debate that 
“Conventionism is referred to in Rev. i3 as the two horned 
beast,” to quote his exact words. 
Mr. 8S. F, Proctor,.a seceding Mason, writes, in the 
“Christian Cynosure” of May, 1923, that lodge secretism is 
the Babylon of the 17th and 18th chapters of the Apocalypse. 
It used to be the custom, amongst Protestants, to apply both 


- passages to the Catholic Church. Happily a saner view now 


is prevailing in Protestantism. 

It seems strange that the inspired Saint of Patmos’ 
isle should have such petty strife in mind, when he 
gave us those startling portrayals, in the Apocalypse. 
There is general agreement that St. John’s first Beast, 
of the 18th chapter, is,in some way, Pagan Rome. 
This is clear from a perusal of the visions of Daniel (es- 
pecially Daniel 7); but, in Revelation, the Beast with ten 
horns is really a composite of Daniel’s four beasts, thus in- 
dicating, possibly, a revival of the four empires, Babylon, 
Medo-Persia, Greece and Rome, in some mysterious way, 
under one rulership. That Antiochus Epiphanes, the Syr- 
jan persecutor of Israel, was a type of this emperor, the 
future pagan Anti-Christ, seems also to be the interpretation 
of the best minds. Who is the second beast “with the two 
horns?” Those, who have read the history of the Maccabees, 
will remember that Antiochus was assisted chiefly by the 
renegade high-priest \Jason, who had strong Hellenizing 
tendencies. Sifttce the two-horned beast, by magical por- 
tents, will incite the world to worship the first, it is far more 
likely that he is a false Jewish Messiah of the future, due 
to assist Anti-Christ, when he comes, in turning the Jews 
altogether away. from belief in the Old Testament. Already, 
it seems, there are shadows of his coming in Reformed 
Judaism.
